PRISON AND "EASY MONEY." 


Warden W. T. Fcntdn of tho Nebraska penitentiary 


^ >as a full house. With facilities for approximately 509 


prisoners, there are now 'an even 600 men confined in 
the state prison. In addition, there are sixty prisoners 
in tho Douglas county jail, all of them under sentence 
and waiting to be transferred to the penitentiary- There 
arc nearly 100 men In tho same county, who have been 
bound o\ cr and aro awaiting trial on varloun charges. 


That is hardly the complete 
story of increasing 


crime and violence in Nebraska. 


Practically every county in tho state has, during 


the last year, been compelled to hold a number of men 
for some weeks or somo months until tho penitentiary 
'officials found space. ' The prison population In tho last 
year has been th« greatest in tho history of the ttate. 


Back of this alarming- condition one outstanding fact 


appears. 
An overwhelming majority of the men now 


being- sent to prlsoh are young men. between the ages 


L of 19 and 22 years'of age 
They aro there becauso of 


an overwhelming desire for "easy money." If the war 
has in any way contributed to the rapid increase m 
crime, it has been to discourage honest labor. Appar- 
ently the young men have seized upon tho theory that 
•work is not necessary. They aro willing to risk every- 


_ Ihlng In order to enjoy life, with its joys and pleasures, 


and aro ready to practice dishonesty and 
practice 


violence if by so doing they can avoid toll. 


The record of the twelve months which closed March 


1, Is eloquent testimony of the need of spreading the 
gospel of work. "When young man again acquire 
the 


habits of thrift and industry- the state penitentiary win 
not bo crammed to the doors with men, and tho jails 
filled -with others who are awaiting their turn! 


What a fearful price they pay In order to avoid use- 


ful labor! 


MAKING GOVERNMENT RESPONSIVE. 


There appears to be ta fair prospect that congress 


may vote to submit for tho approval 
of the various 


states an amendment to tho federal constitution advanc- 
ing tho dates when a newly elected president and con- 
gress shall take office. 
The senate, by n vote of 63 to 


7, has already adopted the resolution providing for sub- 
mission of the question, and if the house posses it by a 
two-thirds vote it will then go to iho s{atcs for rati- 
fication. 
Whenever three-fourths of the states, by ac- 


tion of their legislatures, declaro In favor of tho mend- 
ment, tt will become a part of the federal constitution. 


Under the new plan, senators 
and congressmen 


elected In November would tako their scats on tho first 
Monday In January following, xrhllo the president would 
assume his duties two weeks later. The new govern- 
ment would thus be ready to function within ten weeks 
after receiving its mandate frpm the people. As it it 
now. 
a president elected In November la not Innupurated 


until four months afterward, and unless congress Is 
called in extraordinary session tbo newly chosen repre- 
sentatives of the people havo no opportunity to assemble 
and perform their work untU thirteen months' time ha« 
elapsed.

RAISING SEED POTATOES. 


Growing certified potatoes a mile above the fat*. 


Ie^\ el, under conditions of twenty Inches of rainfall a 
year Is the basis of a most interesting interview ap^. 
pearing: in a* current publication with Gus Forsling, a, 
Kimballl county farmer, 


Forslmg has scored one of the most conspicuous 


successes of any of the farmers who have devoted their 
attention to raising high grade seed potatos for'the 
southern market. He has made shipments to a third 
of the states of the union, to "British Columbia, and to 
to the Bermuda Islands. 
Potato growing, as revealed 


by him, is a moat exacting task, which, probably ac- 
counts for the excellent results which he has obtained. 


There' are no hit and miss methods ii) his farm- 


Ing, 
he indicates. 
The old practice of> planting a field 


of potatoes from any kind of seed, without reference 
to the kind of stock, and of employing the odd hours 
to cultivate and weed the patch cfui^bring- nothing but 
pecuiniary loss.

Mr. Forsling- volunteers the information that grow- 


ing potatoes under irrigation causes the yield to go 
down. Experiments on irrigated land, he declares, show 
there is an average difference of 126 bushels p,cr acre 
iji favor of dry 
land potatoes when grown side 
by 


side with irrigated seed, 
j 


He describes his methods of dry land potato farm- 


ing In the following fashion: 
. "To get good yields of potatoes under our dry-land 
conditions requires rigid soil-conservation methods To 
conserve all moisture that falls in the curly spring 
I double-disk the land as soon as the frost Is out of 
the ground. This is followed shortly after -with a spike- 
tooth harrow to/loosen up the ground. This'puts it in 
excellent condition to absorb all the spring rains If 
tho ground starts to bake I harrow it immediately to 
form a dust mulch, which prevents evaporation 
As 


soon as a good crop of weeds has started gro\\ln~ 1 
Plow to a depth of eight inches. This Is followed* v 
harrow-ing again. T make it a point to harrow at short
